CHAPTER 12.
INCORPORATION OF SOCIETIES,

AN ACT to amend Chapter 53 of the Revision of 1860, entitled,
“Corporations other than those for pecuniary profit.”

Secrion 1. Be ¢ enacted by the General Assembly
of the State of Iowa, That Section No. 1195 of the
evision of 1860, be amended by the addition thereto

of the following, to-wit: Provided, That when the.

body corporate consists of the trustees, directors, or
managers of any benevolent, charitable, literary, scien-
tific, religious or missionary institution, which is or may
be established in the State of Iowa, and which is or
may be under the patronage, control, direction or super-
vision of any synod, conference, association or other
ecclesiastical body in the State of Iowa, established
agreeable to the Laws of said State, such ecclesiastical
body may nominate and appoint said trustees, directors
or managers, according to usages of the appointing
body; and may fill any vacancy which may occur
among such trustees, directors or managers. And pro-
vided further, That when any such institution may be
